No peace dividend 


NEW DELHI, April 1 5, (AP); Anns reduction 
may be the order of the day for the saperp-. 
owers, but India's drive to become the next 
military ^ant Ims scuttled hopes of a “peace 
dividend" in economically strapp^ South 
Asia. 

India's neighbours, especially Pakistan, are' 
following its lead in the bufldupi Western 
military analysts and Indian mtellectiiais fear 
another chapter of an expensive r^ohal arms 
race is about to be^n. 

While the Soviet Union .withdraws troops 
from Eastern Europe and tiie United States 
plans defence cuts, Indian defence budget for 
1990ismorethan iOperoentabovelastycar:.. . 

Between 1985 and 1989, India bought more 
weapons — S17.3 biUion worth — ^ than any 
country in the world. 


In rmponse, Pakistan's President Ghulam 
Ishaq RJian vowed to continue stockpiling 


advanced weapons; Pakistan already allocates 
52 nercem of i ts S6.8l^on federal btu^for 
defence. Qiina recently announced a defense 
qiending increase of 15.2 per cent over 1989. 

**T1iere will be no peace dividend in South 
Asia," said Ian Anthony, an expert on the 
In^an military at the Sto^olm International 
Peace Research Institute in Sweden. “India 
thinks a strong military will ^ve it international 
prestige. 1 think they've got it wrong." 

Anthony, and other Western military 
analysts say India is the engine driving the arms 
buildup in the region. More important than 
recent tensioos with Pakistan, they say, is 
India's desire to achieve military mi^t. 

“India already has enough troops to smother 
Pakistan in a protracted war,’* a Western 

military officii in New Delhi . “They have 
sights on ling-term military role." 

Western economists and Indian intellectuals 
say the buildup is banning India's economy 
and tbe economies of the region's other 
developing countries. 

India already has fallen behind in the worid's 
economic race. 

Pakistan has the highest per capita Gross 
National Product in the re^on, omy $350 a 
year, and a host of domestic problems that 
include a burgeoning drug tra^ and ethnic 
violence. 

Ban^adesh and Nepal, two of the poorest 
countries in the worid, spend large amounts of 
their foreign exchan^ on weapons. 

Some say India is entry into the 

mighty club for reasons of pride.

Prime Minister Bob Hawke 
will join the veterans on the 
barren peninsula in Uie Dardane- 
lles where 8,000 Australian sol- 
diers died in a vain attempt to 
open the way to Istanbul and 
knock German ally Turkey out 
of World War One. 

"Anzac (Australia and New 
Zealand Army Corps) stood, and 
stilt stands, for reckless valour in 
a good cause, for enterprise, 
resourcefulness, fidelity, 
comradeship and endurance that 
will never own defeat.” states 
Australia's official war history. 

For many ex-servicemen Uie 
dawn service and wreath-laying 
at the lone pine cemetery on 
Gallipoli, where many of the 
Australian dead lie, wUl revive 
old artd ofienpainfui memories. 

John McCleery, wounded at 
Gallipoli, will celebrate his 103rd 
birthday on Anzac day, April 25, 
a national hob'day in Australia. 

"Wehad Imn therefor lOdays 
(when) my arm was shattered,” 
McCleeiy said. collapsed and 
lost consciousness and woke up 
aher four days on a hospital ship. 
I'm 102 now so my memoi^ is 
goi nga hit and this help bring 

diings back.” 

All of the Australians were 
volunteers. Some lied about their 
age to Join up. Many bad little 
training before being shipped off 
to Egypt en route to umlipoli 
and a first taste of action. April 
25 was the day they ston^ 
ashore. 

"The landing was terrible. It 
uas hell on earth." says Les 
Hales. “For three da>*s wedid not 
know where we were. Gunfire, 
shrapnel, things on fire, oh dear it 
was terrible." 

The first wave of Australians 
landed more than one km (neatly 
a mile) north of where they 
shouV. have at w hat is now called 
Anzb: Cove. Instead of open 
country ih^ faced scrub- 
covered cliffs and withering 
Turkish gunfire. 

British. French. Indian and 
other troops went ashoreai other 
points on the peninsula. 

Eventually the allied troops 
established a beachhead and a 
stalemate, punctuated by bouts 
of v-icious noting, ensu^. Con- 
ditions were tou^. 

”>Ve dug out holes in the tren- 
ches for a sleep but they were 
often full of water,” Hales said in 
an interview. “After about six 
weeks the Tuiics did not shell so 
much but waited until late in the 
afternoon before starting. 

"The latrines were just holes in 
the ground out in the open with a 
bar across to hold on to. 
Sometimes they (the Turks) 
would catch four or five poor 
sods out in the opm and 
would be blown straight in.”

promulgating the decree said. 

"Germany changed its flag, and so did Italy,” said 
a spokesman fortbe leftist Japan Teachers Union, 
one ohhe most militant in the country.

and both Koreas. Censors had forced textbook 
writers to refer to Japanese invasions before 1945 as 
"intrusions" or "advances”. 

"The textbook row and flag issue have the same 
roots, the rampant revisionism within the Ministry 
of Education,” the union spokesman smd. 

The "hinomaru” flag, meani^ “sun circle or 
emblem,” wi± a red cirae or white, has been used, 
off and on, to identify Japan's merchant and official 
ships since the eighth century.

Many Japanese, espedally the younger genera- 
tion, do notknow the full words to liie song and even 
if they did, few would understand what they meant.

The Square was open to the 
public Sunday, unlike on April 1 
and 5 when police sealed off the 
plaza to blo(± protests. Overseas 
dissidents had ui^d people to 
silently stroll through the Square 
on tiiose days in honour of those 
killed last June. 

The only incident Sunday 
oc cu r red around 10:30 am (0130 
GMT), when a man in his 30s 
began to on sleeve white 

paper monning flowers with 
streamers reading ‘To mourn 
Hu Yaobang” and "Heroes who 
die for democracy and liberty.” 

Police quickly arrested the 
man. who told onlookers he was 
a scientist firom the southern 
province of Guizhou who had 
come to Be^g "to mourn our 
great general secretary (HuX'* 

The man, who was not iden- 
tifled, was earlier stopped by 
police when he tried to mount the 
sieps of the monument to 
revolutionary bero^ in the mid- 
dle of the square. He carried suit- 
cases and said he had come to 
Bdji ng whh everyth^ be owned 
in anticipation of being arrested. 

He was driven away in apollce 
jeep. Police also confiscated 
three videos from a television 
crew from the US television net- 
work CNN, which taped the 
arrest, but retained tiionan hour 
later. CNN Beijh^ bureau chief 
Mike Ch^oy said pofice des- 
cribed the man as beingmentaliy 
disturbed. 

Some 20 police stood guard 
around tite monumenc tixroi^gh- 
out the day. forbidding entry. 
The monument, uscally open, 
was covered with wreaths last 
year brought by students and 
others to monrn Hu. It also was 
the headquarters for student 
leaders during their oocupation 
of the 40-hectare (1 00-acre) 
square last May and June.

At least four other Soviet

The Easier celebration of Chr- 
ist's resurrectiOD has come to 
symbolise a natianal revival foll- 
owing Ceausescu’s ouster in a 
bloody uprising. ' He was 
executed on C^cember 25, 
Christmas Day. 

For the lint ume since c^* 
munists took power 43 years ago. 
Romanians enjoyed a three-day 
public holiday ending on Mon- 
day.

Cristescu first woman to run for Romanian presidency 


BUCHAREST, April IS. (Reuter): Factory 
boss Olga Crisiescu announced y^terday she 
would run for Romania's presidency next 
month — the llrst woman in the race— and 
pledged to restore the country's shattered 
economy within three years. 

"What convinced me to run for president 
was watching all the other candi^tes — they 
say they want to do everything but they don't 
say how they intend todo it,'* Retold Reuters 
in a telephone interview, htt ftrst with the 
media. 


"If 1 win the elecuonL I intend to select a 
very good team and set the economy back on a 
straight course io two or three years," said 
Cristescu, who admires British Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher and her economic 
policies. 

An en^neer in wood technology, she man- 
age a factory with 2,000 workers making 
casing for radio and leievision sets. She said 
slw had rescued it from the verge of bankrup- 
ts and lurnediiintoa prosperous business in 
six years. 


"I think Romania could be brought back to 
a perforniingeconomy in much less time," she 
said. 

Cristescu. nrtyish and married with a son 
aged 27, is the sixth candidate to enter the 
May 20 presidential election. She is the first 
independent candidate as well as the first 
woman. 

The five others are established politicians, 
with interim President Ion lliescu, an ex-com- 
munist. the front-runner so far.

00 work of which a decision shall 
issued by the Ministry' of Social AITairs 
and Labour." 

The Ministry of Social Afliurs and 
Labour gives ^nriissioD to hotels and 
hospitals to employ women to work at 
night.

If the company has such a 
permission allowing them to em^oy 
women at night they will hive to produce 
the permission in court. If you want, you 
can explain ail the ci rcuntsianoes and file 
a case, and asking them to reschedule 
working hours and demand benefits.

If you resign from the job and ask the 
company to cancel the visa, you are enti- 
tled to ttC half of the beneflts. .A 7.5 days 
wages for every year of service for the first 
five years half month wages for the 
following years. The law also says that 
the total indemnity “shall not exceed 18 


months wages for monthly paid work- 
ers." 

You can claim the benefits according 
to the law from your employer, who will 
calculate your service with the company 
and pay the indemnity acoordiogly. In 
case (he employer refuses to pay the 
indemnity, and does not have a valid 
reason for refusing to do so. you can 
approach the Social Affairs Minisuy and 
ask the welfare ofllcials to in^iaie on 
your bdialf.

. “utUiiniiedjperiod.” contracL - 

Anicle M of tiie labour law covers 
teirnml indemnity. 

(For workers pi^ bouriy^-dafly, or 
weekly) “a ten day ws^ for every one 
year of service for the first five yean and a 
1 5 day wage for every one y^ service for 
(he following years, provided that the 
total indemmty shall not exceed an year's 
wage with regard to the labourers receiv- 
ing their wages per day, week, or per 
hour." 

( For monthly paid workers): “A 1 5 day 
wage for every one year service for the 
first five years, and a month's wage for 
each year of service for tbe fttilowing 
years, provided (hat tbe total mdemnity 
shall not exceed one and a half year wage. 


with regard to monthly paid labourers." 

Article 56 say.^ (hat if a labourer 
resigns, he “shall not be entitled to any 
service terminal indemnity. But he shaU 
be emiiied to half of the indemnity 
(provided in Anicle 54) ifthe period of his 
service exceeds five consecutive years." 

71k benefits, in other words, are not 
applicable if (he employee has not com- 
plied five years service. 

Regarding the appropriate time to 
resign, this can he bc^ decided by you. If 
you want to leave before Jan 1991, when 
your visa expires, you can inform your 
employers two weeks before the expiry of 
the visa. l‘ou have to give two weeks 
notice, regardless ifwhen you want to end 
your services. 

The Labour Law. Ministerial Resolu- 
tion No. 87/1989, Article 20/21 says that 
the employer must provide a ticket for tbe 
employer on “fmiil cancellation" of a 
visa. This means (hat if (he labourer is 
returning permanently to his country or 
origin, he is entitled to gel an air ticket 
from his employer. 

However, the employer is not held res- 
ponsible if (Article 20, Ministerial 
Resolution 87/1989) (I) the labourer's 
service has been terminared undera disci- 
plinary action; (2) if the labourer refuses 
to continiK in the employer's seri^ dur- 
ing the period of contract without having 
any legal right to do so; (3) or if the 
labourer has tenninated his/her contract 
in a manner contradictory to the condi- 
tions stipulated therein or to the prov- 
isions of the labour law.

A sharp increase in the number 
of family vitit visas is noticed and 
ivatinbutnl to the holy month of 
Ramadan. 

Ute release added that the four 
immigration departments is.sued 
during the same month as many 
os 10.762 work permits, of which 
S.S93 permits went to maids, 
l,(h(3 work permits for workers 
in the private sector. 702 family 
permits and S4 permits for the 
government. 

The four departments issued 
during March I0.92S new 
Tcsidences and cancelled 6.845. 
T^y renewed about 2S.300 
residences and issued 1 .080 tem- 
porary residences. The release 
added that the d^artmenis tran- 
sferred 5.823 residences from old 
to new sponsors and opened 
1,272 files for new* sponsors. The 
departments issued 1,261 li- 
mits for expatriates allowing 
them to .stay outside Kuw ait for 
more than 6 months. 

Meanwhile, the annual report 
of tbe Ministry of Social Afiaits 
and Labour said that 93.K3 
work visas were issued last year 
and that 50 per cent were issued 
by the labour department at 
Capital Govemorate. The report 
added that 69,852 expatnaie 
workers arrived in Kuwait last 
year. 

The ministry renewed 180.374 
work pennits, iransrerred 744 
government employees to 
private sector and allowed 5.280 
peraons who have family 
residence pennits to work in foe 
private sector. Tbe mhusiry all- 
owed 669 maids and servants at 
houses to work in the private 
sector and three persons who 
carry virit cards to transfer direc- 
tly to work in foe private sector 
due to their spedalisalion.

Ahmadi Govemorate tough 
on smuggling, says Saleh

THE director of security at 
.Ahmadi Governorate Brig^ier 
Fuad Mub.Aed .\I Saleh has said 
foat the govemorate takes strict 
procedures to preven: smuggling 
of narcotics and other prohibited 
maieriats and to seize infil- 
trators. 

He added that co-operation of 
govemorate w ith coastal gtards 
reduced tbe number of infil- 
trators and that all security 
departments seek to establish 
stability in foe country specially 
at Ahifiadi Govemorate where 
oil installations one companies 
concentrate. 

The security department of 
Ahmadi Govemorate co- 
operates with security depart- 
ment of oil installaiions to 
protect these installations from 
terrorist actions. There are con- 
tinuous patrols, fixed guards and 
mobile checkpoints around 


these installations, he said. 

Brigadier Saleh pointed out 
that securitymen have contin- 
uous control on all chalet areas 
through different patrols. These 
patrols can expose any attempt 
lo smuggle liquor or narcotics 
into these chalets. Tbe official 
called on owners of chalets not to 
leave their chalets out of their 
control in order not to be used by 
smugglers or some guards of 
these chalets. 

“We support and help all com- 
panies that have their own 
security staffinside their installa- 
tions foe official said. He added 
that the govemorate plans to 
shift cattle pens from their 
present location at Mina 
Abdulla area to another area at 
Wafra Road. The new area will 
be organised and coriiroUed by 
secuntymen. This project is 
being studied by the security 
committee, he said. 

The govemorate witnessed 


about 929 crimes during last 
year. Most of these crimes were 
thefts, dud cheques, fighting, 
breaking and entering houses, 
and some moral crimes. The 
gov*eraorate also reported 1.405 
misdemeanours last year. Most 
offoem were thefts, fighting, dis- 
honesty, drinking liquor, 
damaging properties of others 
and misusing the telephone. He 
added that security men at 
Ahmadi arrested most criminals 
who committeed these crimes 
and referred them to foe relevant 
authorities. 

He pointed out that 
securitymen su cce eded in arrest- 
ing a number of smugglm and 
addicts of narcotics during the 
last year. “We seek to develop tbe 
communications networks and 
to provide securitjr departmrat 
with policemen beside extending 
refirefoer courses for policemen 
in co-operation with the police 
academy," he added.

April 15, (Kuna): Ii^ and Kuwait 
opened talks here yesterday to discuss steps to 
supply Kuwait with fresh water for iiritttion and 
domestic purposes.

On arrival, Meniyes said his visit aimed to con- 
tinue negotiations with the Iraqi offidals over 
providing Kuwait with water under last year's 
agreement and to further bolster bilateral co-opera-

The agreen^t involvespumping to Kuwait 200 
million imperial gallons of water from Iraqi rivers 
for irrigation and domestic uses.

Breakthrough 
in racing camel 
procreation 
reported in UAE 

ABU DHABI. April IS, (AP); 
The first-ever artifical insemina- 
tion of racing camels has been 
successfully carried out in Abu 
Dhabi, Al Iiiihad newspaper 
report^ yesterday. 

Scientists at the Sheikh 
Khalifa Genetic Research 
Laboratory have successfully 
separated and artificially fer- 
tilized ovules of famous racing 
camel breeds, said foe state-run 
newspaper of foe United Arab 
Emirates. 

The report described the 
artificial impregnation as “a 
scientific breakthrough in foe 
field of racing camels. ’’ 

Millions of dollars are spent 
every year on camel races in foe 
UAE as well as in foe rest of foe 
countries on the Arabian Penin- 
sula. 

The laboratory specialises in 
studying genetic means to 
procreate racing camels by 
applving advano^ technology 
similar to that used on horses and 
livestock in foe wesL 

But to date this has never 
applied to camels. 

Suecass 

Tbe artificial impregnation 
success was tbe result of 1 6 mon- 
ths of research with tbe help of 
Australian scientists, Al Ittihad 
said. 

The lab. located in a fann 
omied by Abu Dhabi Crown 
Prince and Deputy Supreme 
Commander of foe U.AE armed 
forces Sheikh Khalifa Bin Zayed, 
in the border city of Al .Ain. was 
also reported to be heading for a 
further advanced step. 

The lab, which had so far suc^ 
ceeded in preserving fertilised 
ovules for years, would 
announce in a few weeks the suc- 
cess of the first-ever ovule div- 
ision to create twins out of each 
ovule, said Al Ittihad. 

It has equally succeeded in 
using hormones to activate 
camels to produce from three to 
10 ovules iasiead of one usdtf 
ordinary circumstances, the 
paper said. 

The laboratory- will go ahead 
with its genetic resea^es to 
increase camel procreation in tbe 
country and to try to genetically 
improve them, Al-Ittihadquoted 
its officials as saying.

Anti-base sentiment rises 

Germans want 
Y ankees out 

BITBU RG, West Gemany, ( AP): As some of the 250,000 American 

iroopsstationed in West Germany look homeward, manyGermans are 
becoming increasingly eager to see them leave. 

US President George Bush's proposal to withdraw 57,000 
Americans soldiers has sparked local lobbying over which areas will be 
affected first. 

Once scorned as **anLi-Americanism," the wish to see the massive US 
military presence cut back his picked up support from two state 
governments. 

The conservative governor of Hesse State has become the latest 
ofBcial to ur^ a major reduction in his r^on, eachoing sentiments 
expressed earlier in Rhineland-Palatinate. 

^e Social Democratic mayor of Frankfurt has his e^ra on a huge 
military shopping area, hoping to turn it into a city housing develop- 
ment. 

Among the sites that West German state officials would like closed is 
the US Air Force base in Bitburg, where US President Ronald Reagan 
made a bitterly criticised visit to a German war cemetery in 1985. 

Perceive 

Many West Germans perceive that the Soviet menace to the East is 
dissipating, and a majority think US troops should leave, a poll 
indicates. 

A total US troop withdrawal from West Gennany would be wel- 
come. said 56.5 per cent of West Germans surveyra in March by 
German and US polling organizations, while 38.6 per cent said they 
opposed such a move. 

'‘Before, people were r^n'manded for saying such a thing out loud," 
says Bitburg D^uty Mayor Hans Jacobs. “They were labelled as an d- 
American." 

The city official says “now the time has come" to map out the future 
uith a far smaller number of troops, although he cautions that an 
immediate pullout would mean economic coDaf^ for the rural town. 

Jacobs says he looks forward toa possiblecivzlian use for the air base 
and less noise from fighter jets screeching overhead. More industry 
would make up .^brjobs lost by West German civilians. 

“Tourism would also pick up if there weren't so many troops 
around.'* he said. ITie 13,500 Americans outnumber West German 
residents. Jacols said. 

Many West Germans hav*e long chafed at the presence of such a 
massive US troop presence as an obstacle to full national sovereiraty.

Carl-Ludwig wagner. the CDU governor of the western state of 
Rhineland-Palatinate where Bitburg is located, h^ been sending an 
increasingly blunt message. 

Closure 

Warner has presented a list of 1 2 military US bases and fadlities for 
possime closure, and demanded fiill information as Bonn and Washin- 
gton work out the details. 

Josef Hecken. a top official with the state's Interior Ministry, says the 
bases should be cleared out “as soon as possible" once agreements are 
reached at troop r^uction talks in Vienna. 

Hecken said the state government is not demanding the removal of 
all troops, acknowledging that the military presence is an “important 
economic factor." 

Estimates of the amount of money the American military pours into 
the RhineZand-Paladoate economy range from 4.5 billion to 7 billion 
marks a year — or S2.6 billion to $4.1 billion annually. That is an 
important factor for a region that <Hioe was one of the poorest in 
Gennany.

Gorby makes radical change 

Policy shift from Central Committee 


MOSCOW, (AP): Mikhail S. Gorbachev has shifted 
the burden of setting policy from the Communist 
Party to new government bodi^. But his closest 
adviser has left no doubt that it is still Gorbachev 
who has Ae final say. 

A mtmth after Gorbachev created a presidential 
structure with himseif as head, decisions about the 
economy and Lithuania are made under the new 
arrangement. 

On Saturday, Gorbachev says he will meet with 
his two new presidential adviso^ ^ 

Presidential Council and the Council oithe Federa- 
tion, to agree on a new set of'economic reforms. 
They are expected to be the most radical the Soviet 
leader has attempted. 

Relected 

After Lithuania last week rejected Gorbachev's 
call to renounce die declaration of independence in 
order to open up with Moscow, the Kremlin's 
reaction came from the Presidential Council. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said Monday that 
the Presidential Council “concluded that additional 
economic, political aid other measures should be 
taken to protect die Soviet constitution and the 
interests of citizens living in the republic and the 
Soviet Union as a whole." 

Gorbadtev also basooosuiled with the Council of 
the Federation, made up of representatives of each 
of the Soviet republics, on the Lithuania dispute. 

Meanwl^e, the Communist Patty's Politburo 
and Central Committee have been silent Those 
-bodies for decades have been at the heart of Soviet 
dedsioo-makfflg. leaving the government only to 
implement its directives. But Gorbachev has pled- 
ged to reduce their role to Chat of making broad 
policy dedsions. 

Gorbachev remains the Communist Party chief, 
as he has been for the past five years, but his election 
to the post of president underlined his pledge to limit 
the p^y's role. And the shift in dedsion-roaking 
since then on his biggest policy headaches, Li^- 
uania and the economy, appears to confirm ^at 
such a change is occurring. 

Gorbachev's advisor on economic reform. 
Deputy Premier Leonid Abalkin. blunUy told 
reporters that the Politburo no longer would be 
forming economic policy. 

PolHburo 

“The Politburo will not be malring any dedsions 
from now on, and it is already not making the 
deciaons," he said. “Demons can be ma^ the 
president, the Parliament and the Congress of Peo- 
ple's Deputies. Those are the dedsion-making 
entities now." 

The Presidential Coundl is a hand-picked adv- 
isory committee including such top Gorbachev adv- 
ises as Politburo mem^r Alexander N. Yakovlev 
and Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze. For 

tolance, it includes conservatives like writer Vden- 
tin Rasputin of Irkutsk and workers' representative 
Veniamin Yarin of Nizhni-Tagilsk. 

Yakovlev, in an interview with Tass. last week, 
emphasised that Gorbachev may turn to the 
pR^dential Council feu- advice, but thaUi is up to 
the presidemto decide.

Some advisers man missile 
batteries equipped with Soviet 
Scud-B missiles to combat anti- 
government ^erriltas. Others

Since the last Soviet combat 
troops left Afghanistan in 
February last year, Najibullah's 
government has been sustained 
by a massive Soviet airlift. 

Each day up to SO big Soviet 
transpor^Janesspiraldowninto 
Kabul, firing flare decoys to 
ward ofT any missiles fired by the 
mujahedeen guerrillas, to deliver 
arms and fo<m. 

More supplies are sent by road 
convoy down The Salang Hi^- 
way from the Soviet border but 
the trucks are oflen attacked by 
the guerrillas as they cross the 
Hindu Kush mountains. 

Meanwhile Afghanistan 
President NajibuHah says his 
regime in Kabul emer^ 
stronger after abortive Marm 6 
coup attempt by his former 
defence minister General Shahn- 
awaz Tanai.

French success 
raises questions 

All hostages freed 


PARIS. April ! S. ( AP): France has bad 1 1 citizens held hostage in the 
Middle East, and it has managed to free than all. 

Is it a Gallic flair for diplomac>' or cynical deals with terrorists and 
their sponsors that account for France's success? 

I s there, as one commonaior asked, a special French method that can 
"manoeuvre around the obstacle that others run into?” 

France makes an important distiodtion, said Bassna Kodmoni-Dar- 
wish. an expert on French-Middle East relatioRs; "It doesn’t bargain 
with lerrorisi groups. It negotiates with sutes." 

Each time Imtages come home, top govenunent oflidals find ihem- 
xlves denying that France panders to terrorists. 

"And it’s true.. it cannot be criiicbKd'' on that coi'nt. said Ms. 
Kodmoni-Danrisb. who works for the French Institute for Inter- 
national Rebiions. "But it is also a hypocritical nation." 

France came under fire from many prominent Western newspapers 
for lauding CoL Moammar Khaddafl ofUbya for bis role in sccunim the 
release Tuesday of Fren^ hostage Jaeqefioe Vafente. her Bel^n 
companion and their child. 

The three were bdd for more than two years by the Ubyan-con trolled 
Faiah-Revolutionary Council, headed by Abu Nidal. 

Detractors draw ntile distinaioo between Abu Nidal’s group and 
Khad^fl. France did. 

ForeignMioisier Roland Dumas, wbo praised KhaddaTrs'‘nobleand 
humanitarian gesture" in seeking the trie': freedom and promised 
improved relaijons, said France md not talk with the abductors. He 
denied (bat France traded three jetilghtcrs — sent to Libya several weeks 
ago — for ihe hostages. 

France managed 'to free 10 of 11 hostages in 1986-8$, when con- 
Krvative Premier Jacques Chirac was in power. 

French thank -vous that foUowed those releases were never so e/Tiisive 
as those proflered to Khaddafi. But France made blatant codccssiods to 
Iran for ibe release o hostages held by Iranian-backed groups in 
Lebanon. 

All Bui one item on Iran's shopping Usi was met by Ihe French, wbo 
expelled top Iranian disadem Massoud Rajavi, normalized relaiions 
with Iran and repaid pan of a billioa-dollar debt dating to the days of the 
toppled Shah. 

The only outstanding demand is freeing Anis Naocacbe, servinga life 
sentence in France for the attempted 19^ assassination of the exiled 
former Iranian Premier Shahpour Bakhtiar. Khaddafl called for 
fre ed o m for Middle Eastern "^liiical prisoners" in Europe, and it 
remains lo ^ seen whether Naocache will go free. 

"The rnie French art is hypocrisy,'' CDliunnist Richard Cohen wrote 
ihis'week in ihe Washington Post. "The French prattle on like a 
wonumzer, saying whatever seems efTeciive at the moment. At this 
nanicular momem...Khaddan seems in line for the Legion of Honour, 
he freed tbiee hostages.” 

Hypocrisy was a word often used abroad each lime France obtained 
the release of hostages. But the French view ihemscives differenily. 

"There is here a certain resigned toleranoe for half-truths or half-lies 
for reasMis of stale, peiteps more so than elsewhere," the leftist daily 
Liberation said in an editorial. 

French President Francois MitterraDd has thanked Algeria for its role 
in the release a French hostage in Lebanon, the Algerian news agency 
APS reported on Saturday. 

An extremist Pakstinian'group, the Fatah Revolutionary Council, led 
by Abu Nidai. freed Frenchwoman Jacqueline Valeme, her Belgian 
lover and their two-year-trid daughter last Tuesday after hotdiog them 
captive for more ihain two years. 

Mitterrand thanked Algerian President Chadli Benjedid in a message 
for having '‘been concert with the case on several occaaoos." the 
agency said without elaborating.

.At least 673 Palestinians have 
been killed by- Israeli soldiers or 
civilians during the 28-month 
long uprising agiinsi Israeli rule 
in ihe occupied Wesi Bank and 
Gaza Strip. Forty-three Israeli 
have also died. 

Speaking to five visiting US 
Senators, KoIlck criticised Wed- 
nesday's occupation of a build- 
ing complex in the Christian sec- 
tion of the walled Old City by 
some ISO Jewish nationalists say- 
ing they were "extremists who 
concentrate only on themselves 
and their reli^oiis fervour.” 

“Once again annexed 
Jerusalem will be portrayed as a 
\-iolent city and this will harm 
tourism, scare away potential 
investors and dissuade Soviet 
immigrants from choosing 
annexed Jerusalem as their 
home.” spokeswoman Bonnie 
Boxer quoted him as saying. 

Kollek has estimated that 
some 1.200 recent Soviet 
immigrants have settled in 
annet^ Jerusalem and Israeli 
oflicials have estimated that over 
hair a million Soviet Jews were 
expected to immigrate to Israel in 
the next three years. 

KoUek's remarks came after 
the Senators, lead by Senate 
Republican leader Robert Dole, 
voiced tbeir concern over the 
events surrounding the Jewish 
settlements, including Thurs- 
day's dispersal by t'Kir-gas of 
hundreds of demonstrators 
protesting the move. 

Meanwhile, some SO Christian 
and Muslim Palestinians demon- 
strated outside the 72-room com- 
plex located in the heart of the 
Christian neighbourhood. 

While armed border police 
and a contingent from the spedal 
police anti-terror squad guarded 
the building, the protesters chan- 
ted “there is no place for settlers 
in the holy city," Arab reporters 
said. 

In the Gaza city, soldiers 
ordered the central market shut 
and imposed a curfew after 
Palestinian students blocked the 
main Omar AI Muktar Street 
with burning tyres and clashed 
with Israeli troops, Arab reports 
said. 

They said at least six persons 
were wounded during scattered 
clashes throughout tire occupied 
Gaza Strip, including a ^year- 
old boy from the Jebaliya refugee 
camp who was hit in the right 
knee by army gunfire. 

Tbe army said there were 
isolated stone-throwing dashes 
between solcUers and students 
af^r st^ool let out and said they 
were checking the reports of 
wounded. 

■ A Muslim militant group 
denounced the takeover by Jews 
of a disputed building inside the 
walled Old City of annexed 
Jerusalem.

But Sidler admitted the contacts have 
produced "nothing for the moment." 

"At the beginning, we had promises from all 
ihe leaders to do iheir hnt lo solve this 
problem,'' 5wdier said, adding, "what's the 
meaning of doing their best if thm hare hero no 
results after six months'’" 

Now. the only thing the Red Cross can do is 
"ask (Ihe leadm) to hnng more fom to this 
'best.' to try to go deeper in what they have done 
up until now.” he sad. 

Sidler noi^ that no group has claimed res- 
ponsibility for the abduction of the Swiss work- 
ers, and he said ihe Rec Cross has received "no 


sign, no indication'’ of who was behind it. 

H'lwevcr, police have said the Libyan- 
backed Palestinian Faiah-Revolutionary 
Council, led by Abu Nidal. is the prime suspecL 

The group has denied any responsibility, and 
it issued two appeals early this month for the 
kidnappers to release Erriquez and Christen. 

In the first call tbe Abu Nidal faction ofTered 
“to provide all iheguarameesdemand^bv the 
kidnappersi...” 

The tecond plea wa.s made by Faiah- 
Revoluiionary Council spokesman ^:i!ld 
Khaled on April 10. the day the group a'le-ased 
three European hostages in response to an 


appeal by Libyan leader Col Moammar Khad- 
dafi. 

The three were Jacqueline Valeme ofFiance, 
her boyfriend, Fernand Houtekins ofkigjum! 
and their daughter. Sopbie-Liberte. who was 
bom incapdvit>. 

Sidler said the IntemationaJ Red cross was 
"pleased with any a^iol made by any grouper 
personality to solve this problem." 

He added that appe^ made by dHTereat 
groups recently and "initiatives from differem 
areas allow us to hope that something is moving 
in the richt direction."

QL'ITO, Ecuador. .April 15. (Reuter): The 13 members of the Opec oil 
organisation are making efforts to resolve the current crisis in world oil 
markets, a senior Ecuadorean energy' official said ye&terday. 

"Contacts are taking place at minisienal level to see what is the best 
action at this time, but still there is nothing concrete, nothing has been 
decided yet,*' said the government oflicial. 

The current world-wide oil glut has led to a sharp drop in crude 
prices. West 1'exus Intermediate, the benchmark LlS crude, fell 28 cents 
to $t?.7S a barrel on Thursday, down from nearly $23 a barrel at (be 
beginning of the year. Tbe markets were closfxi on Friday. 

"The situation of oil production in the Gulf countries is being 
analysed especially," the ^uadoreon oflicial said. 

On Thursday, Ecuador's Deputy Energy Minister Carlos Izurieta 
said the oversupply of crude and depre»ed oil prices were delaying the 
shipment of the country's crude by long-term buyers. 

I'he Ecuadorean oflicial said Opcc nations had considered moving 
up a regular conference scheduled for May or calling j meeting of the 
Opec monitoring committee but felt concrete proposals would have to 
be present^ beforehand to avoid raising ex potations. 

Izuneta said in urgent meeting of C^pecat a limewhensomemembers 
might be producing above their quotas could harm the unity of the 
organisation. 

He said Opec pumped an average 24 million barrels of crude per day 
in Mareh, two million barrels above the daily quota. 

Meanwhile, an Omani newspaper expressed concern yesterday at 
instability in world oil markets an(i cautioned against overproduction. 

“This instability is a cause for concern to all oil-producing states, 
whether C>pec or*non-Opec members," the Oman Daily said in an 
editorial.

An oil ^ut has sent world prices tumbling to about SI 8 a barrel from 
nearly S23 at the beginning of the year.

SEOUL. April 15, lAP): South Korea, fresh from 
establishing ties with several East Europran 
nations in the past 14 months, fe working hard to 
make the diplomatic thrust pay off. 

South Korea's export-driven economy, now 
sluggish because of stockpiled invenreries and low 
investments, may find new and lucrative maricctsm 
those nations. . 

**We have scored a great diplomatic success, and 
it's time to think about what we can reap from it,” 
said South Korean Prime Minis^ Kai« Young- 
Hoon. speaking recently in a radio interview. 

The new diplomatic ties with capitalist South 
Korea at a time when several hard-line co mmun i s t 
governments in Eastern Europe have given way to 
multiparty politics. - 

For yea^ South Korea was stymied in efforts to 
improve relations with those East bloc govem- 
ments, primarily because of its own opposmonio 
communist North Korea. North and South waged 
a war between 1950 and 19S3. 

South Korea's diplomatic deadlock was broken 
several months after the 1988 Olympics m S^ 
with Hungary's accqitance of formal relations. The 


Olympics served as a showcase for South Korea to 

demonstrate its economic prowess. 

Seven other socialist governments that bad allied 
themselves with North Korea have rince establi- 
shed formal ties with South Korea. They ^ 
Poland, Yugo^via, Czechoriovakia, Bulgaria, 
Romania, A^ria and Mongolia. 

Negotiations are also under nay to set up 
diplomatic relations with the Soriet Union, an 
arms provider and chief ally to North Korea. 

By year's end. East Germany also is expected to 
open an embassy in Seoul, leavmg Albania the only 
country left in Eastern Europe unrepresented in 
South Korea.

They 
found the food “like sawdust” 
and the King and Queen with 
colds. 

The Queen Mother (earned to 
use 3 rifle. She spent a lot of time 
visiting and cheering up her suf- 
fering subjects. 

.And she carried another terri- 
ble burden. Until the war ended, 
she was the only woman in the 
country who knew the truth 
about the awful casualty figures. 

Such was her impact as Queen 
that it is hard to recall that she 
reigned for only 15 years before 
lung cancer u^k her bclo\'cd 
Benie. .And the end of that love 
match nearly killed her. 

U*hen she was congratulated 
on how well she w*as baring up. 
she confessed: “Not when I am 
alone." She took refuge at Birk- 
hall, near Balmoral. Foratime.it 
looked as if she might never 
return to public life. 

She worn black. She invited 
no-one to stay and rarely went 
out. Her staff became increasin- 
gly concerned about her. 

'Then Winston Churchill took 
a hand. He drove to Scotland to 
talk to her. What was said was 
never revealed. He took the 
secret to the grave with him. But 
she packed up and returned to 
London almost at once. 

The Queen Mother has carried 
a legacy of that tragedy with her 
through the years. She could 
never fo^ve Wallis Simpson, 
the American divorcee for whom 
her brother-in-law gave up his 
throne. 

She was convinced that the 
burden of ofTtoe for which he w:as 
unprepared and ill-suited had 
shortened her husband's life. 

Yet her unquenchable com- 
passion came to the fore at the 
Duke of Windsor’s funeral. She 
stood near the Duchess she 
privately called “the woman who 
killed my husband” only because 
the Que» asked her to. 

' But when she saw the Duchess 
looking so frail and lost and con- 
fused, unable to work out why 
the Duke was not there with her, 
it was the Queen Mother who 
was moved to take care of her. 

Over the years, the Queen 
Mother was to build up a good 
life for herself. She loves cham- 
pagne and witty company. She 
adores her grandchildren and 
shares with her daughter a pas- 
sion for horse racing. 

And she works like a beaver. 
She was still clocking up more 
than 100 engagements a year, 
including 12- and 13-faour days 
on tours, well into her eighties. 

Years ago, there was a sugges- 
tion that she might be given an 
appoinuneni as a governor-gen- 
eral. The Queen would not hear 
of it. “I'm afraid we just could 
not possibly spare ber,” she said.

The students of this priv-ate agriralturai 
college tn wckiern Kenya air disciples of 
“bio-intcnsive" farming. 

This uses muck, manpower, sciemific 
know-how and a dash of home chemistry 
to get the best out of traditional farming 
techniques. 

Working only with hoes and forks, the 
students have prodded the soil into 
producing three times us many potatoes 
and four times a.s much lettuce as it dtd a 
few years ago. 

All this has been achiev«l without 
irrigation or fuciory-mude fertilisers and 
pesticides. 

The first secret of succea at Manor 
House li to put more care than usual in{o 
soilprep^ation and planting. 

Tne soil in the vegetable beds is loosened 
to a depth oftwo feet (60 cm) and seedlinfs 
ore planted closer together than usual. 
Both these measures con.serse water. 

(iomposi . and other organic fertilisers 
are heavily used to revitalise the sml. but 
imported chemical preparations are shun- 
ned. 

Expenmcnful farms similar to Kenya's 


!vianut noUMT are springing uu in iaii- 
73nia. Zambia, Ziml»bwe and Botswana 
and LS Peace Corps volunteers are help- 
ing farmers learn bio-intensive farming 
techniques ir Togo and Benin. 

“This is a new kind of agricultural 
research institution in Africa,*' said Celes- 
tous Junta, executive director of the 
.African Centre for Technical Studies 
(Acts). 

'it may offer a lot more potential than 
the traditional systems we’ve had, “he told 
neuters in .Nairobi. 

The goal of Manor House is to make 
millions of small-scale farmers in Kenya 
prosper despite an acute shortage of gow 
agricultural land, soil exhaustion and 
ffeement drou^t. 

“The w’ord is jietting out," said Polly 
Noyce, a private L'S sponsor and boai^ 
member of Mano; House. 

The establishment, housed in a former 
private school in the rolling highlands of 
western Kenya, hod 600 applications for 
the 30 posts it offered last year to farmers 
with a high school certificate and financial 
backingifom their home community. 

Manor House hopes that communities 
sponsonng individuals for the two-year 
course will be keen to know wbai their 
nominees have learned and so knowledge 
of bio-imensi\e farming techniques will 
spread quickly. 

Promoter of bio-imensive fanning in 


the L niied States say it can increase yields 
bv up lo 31 times using only one quarter of 
the water using by the average American 
Farmer. 

But the techniques can be used any- 
where. providing suffident manual labour 
is available. 

Tinv suburban backyards with a good 
w ater supply can provide a family's food. 

But the water-conserving nature of bio- 
iniensive farming also makes it suitable for 
.Africa's vast arid areas, its promoters say. 

Noyce believes the extraordinary 
produciiviiy ofbio-intenrive farmingis the 
xey to Kenya's future. 

"Farms have to become more produc- 
tive and improve nutrition and rural 
employment." she said. 

Kenya's 4.2 percent annual population 
growih rale is among the highest in the 
world and the government admits that it 
cannot create jobs fast enou^ to meet the 
flood of young people coming onto the 
urban labour market. 

In ad^tion to boosting produciirity, 
-.Manor House aims lo make farming 
cheaper and more friendly to the environ- 
ment. 

It uses compost and special plants lo fix 
nutrients in the soil and advocates simple 
home-made formulae for insect and dis- 
ease control instead of conventional pes- 
ticides. 


For instance, a compound of Mexican 
marigold petals, soap, and water can be 
used to control caterpillars and flies. 

Another solution is to plant insect- 
repelling herbs and flowers mongside the 
food crop. Pungmt dill weeds sown het- 
ween rows of cabbage offer one effective 
combination. 

Noyce does not believe that bio-imen- 
sive methods can replace mechanisation 
on large-scale farms, although some tech- 
niques such as deeper ploughing could be 
profitably adopted. 

But she is ^amant that bio-intenrive 
farming offers the best hope of growing 
more food on small manually-worked 
plots. 

“1 would like to see every family having 
a garden," she said. “They could grow 
enough food for family nutrition and a 
surplus for sale.” 

Noyce said intensively-cultivated 
family plots could help low Income groups 
become ‘'less dependnt on market prices 
and company bosses.” 

Manor House wants to attract more 
people back to the land. 

Noyce hopes the technology assodaied 
with iMo-intenrive fanning will give a new 
presiiqe to a^culture andthat the labour- 
intensive techniques will attract unem- 
ployed people back to rural areas which 
once appeared lo have no room for them to 
make a decent living.

The 
woman's husband is one of the rulers 
ofthe seven huge, multilevel cities that 
hold just about all of humanity, and 
though tcchoolo^ has produced 
space colonies and androids, queens 
die in childbinh. 

“Giung Kuo" is both an engrossing 
book and a i^uture society with almost 


limitless depths. Bitok one sets the 
siageforsixmorevolumesiAthe series. 

The drama is provided b\ warfare 
between a group culled Dispersiontst& 
who favour change and want to visit 
distant stars, and the seven men. who 
expect their progeny to rule a virtually 
unchanged planet for the next 
thousand years or 

In some ways, this is like those w*on- 
derful Russian novels with their 
myriad of characters. Like those, 
works. "Chung Kuo" provides a 
primer on the cast. Thou^ Wingrove 
lakes his lime setting up the plots and 
people he needs to carry him ihrou^ 
the series, much of “Chung Kuo" is 
edge-of-the-seai uciton. 

A downside is the fighting described 


in a wealth of detail. moiY than some 
readers might appreciate. Some also 
might be unconuortable with the sex- 
ual violence armed at womert and per- 
petrated by boys on each other.

Waldegard fights to keep Safari lead 


NAIROBI, Kenya, April IS, 
(AP): The Marlboro Safari Rally 
continued today idth Bjorn Wal- 
degaurd of Sw^n fitting off 
stiff competition from defending 
champion Massimo Biasion of 
Italy. 

Only 1 2 ofthe 58 starters of the 
five-day 4,000-kiloinetre (2,480* 
mile) cross countty race left the 
northwest fanning town of 
Qdoret in the morning — one 
fewer than last year's finishers in 
a similar-sized pack. 

The cars were racing 657.15 
kilometres (407.4 miles) on slip- 
pery, rock-strewn roads winding 
round the eastern and western 
slopes of the rain-sodden Rift 
VaOey. 

Those surviving the trea- 
cherous route were expected in 
the farming town of Nuuru late 
today for an overnight stay. 

Waldegard. driving a Toyota 
Celica GT4, had lost 6 hours 46 
minutes 1 1 seconds when thecais 
left Eldoret. 

He was only 36 minutes 11 
seconds in penalty points ahe^ 
of world and Safari Rally cham- 
pion, Biasion, driving a Lancia 
Delta Inte^le, which shed 7 
houra 10 minutes 17 seconds. 

Biasion is seeking a tUrd 
straight victory while Waldegard 
is aft^ a fourth in a decade.

“If you don't respect the 
course, it's deadly." John Camp- 
bell said yesterday. 

"You've got to keep your head 
about you and not go out too fast 
in the first -three or four miles." 

Campbell, from New Zealand, 
finished sixth in the marathon 
two years ago. 

"If you go too fast on the dow- 
nhills, you'll feel fast and fee] 
invincible,” said Kim Jones, who 
was third last year. “But then at 
the hinsyour quads (quadriceps) 
give out" 

The 26.2-mile course starts in 
Hopkinton at an elevation of4^ 
feet and immediately proceeds 
downhill. The stretch ofhUIs bet-- 
ween 16 and 22 miles hits the' 
runners as fatigue is setting in. 

“If you don't ^pect this 
course, you can get in tiouble," 
said I9e8 Olympic tn^tbon 
gold medallist Gefindo Borin.
